vercd with green Velvct , having the ſupply of a 
new one every year from the Grand Sergnuer, and the 
old one becomes the fees of the Priefts , which they 
ſell in (nal pieces and ſhreds for great Reliques to 
the Plyins, which brings them in great Re- 
VEniucs. 

In this Temple are about 2000 Lamps of Gold

The Son is bound to follow his fathers occups- 
tion ; The People are good Artificers, Ingenioum 
and Excellent in all things they take in hand, as the 
Purcelian Diſhes, curious Carvings, and the fine 
printed works which comes over from thence 
doth manifeft. They are effeminated with caſc and 
plcafure ; and are not much given to Wars.

FRICA is a Peninſula © great, that is 
makes the third, and moſt ſouther- 
ly part of ourContinent. It is bound- 
ed on all ſides by the Sea, it is by the 
Latines called Africa, and the Greeks 

Lybia. It approaches © near to Spam that onely 

the Straights of Gibraizer, Civides them, and is 

joyned to Aſie only by a ſmall fbmus of Thisty 

or Forty Leagues between the Red Sea, and the 
iteTTanean, 

It is ever y where Inhabited, (though not ſowell 
as Europe and Aſia,) partly by reaſon of the un- 
ſupportable heats, and partly for want of water in 
many dry Countryes,

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As to its diviſions. In the higher part of Afri-

Barbary extends it (elf along the Mediterrane- 
an-Sea from the Occan to Ezypr, and is bounded 
on the South by Monnt Arle, 

Billedulgerrd ew along this Monntain, likewiſe 
from the Ocean anto Egypt, bounded by Zane, 
or deſart, Egypr is only one valley from the 
Cataracts of Nile unto the Merditerrancan-Sea. 
Likewife 24474 the defart. the Comntry of the 
Negroes and Guines, ſtretch themſelves from the 
Ocean voto the high and low Erhzopia; We 
bave divided Erhropre into the higher and lower 
placing in the Higher, Nubis, Abrſſins and Jan 
guebar; in the lower Congo, Monemetaps and 
Catrees. 

The Mountaies in Africe are in great number 
and are very :« mark able for their beighth, and 
the Mettals wr rewith they abound. The moſt 
famous are Mount Arles, hoſe of the Moon, and 
Sieve Liome 1 Atlas was the moſt famous among 
the Ancients, who believed it bounded the world 
on the South 5; The Mountains of the Moon are 
higher than any in Europe, and are alwayes co» 
vered with Snow and Ice. The largeſt and moſt 
famous Rivers of Africe are the Nile and the 
Niger. 

The Emperor, Kiags and Princes which af 

preſent 
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—_— poſſeſs Africe are in very great humber 3 
moſt powerful and Conſiderable, are the 
great Turk or Sultan of the Orromans, who hold 
all Eeyp', a great part of Farbary, and almoſt all 
tne Coaſt that touches the Red Sea, The Negus 
of the Abr/ines, who puſleſſes the faireſt 
and greateſt part of the Higher Erbiopis , 
the Feriffs of Fex and Morocco, which have 
held thoſe two Kingdoms in Barbery, in which 
Country was firuated the Ciry and Gurifon of 
Tangier, bdonging to his Imperial Mijefty of 
Great Britain, which was demoliſhed in the year 
1614, managed by the prudent Condact of the 
Right Honourable George Lord Dartmouth in the 
Ship of Grafton, and others under hig 
Command. 

The Religions in Africes may be reduced to 
four, viz. M bometiſm, Chriſtanity, Pagansſm 
and Judaiſm, Mabomerrſm, polſciſes Barbary, Briere 
duigerid, Egypr, 74474 the deſart of the New
